The Ravlval of Burning at the Stake. 
Here is whnt happened last Sunday, the 


day of Christian peace and rest and wor- 
ship, in the town of Chester in the Christ- 
ian State of Tennessee: 


"Tho mob then took him to the nearest 


tioe. A chain was fastened to his body 
and then wrapped around the tree. 
A 


young man holding a two-gallon can then 
poured oil upon him, saturating his clothes 
from head to foot and the match was ap- 
plied. 
"The flames leaped high above the man's 


head and as the fire reached his flesh he 
began uttering heartrending appeals to 
tho mob, but they were replied to with 
more oil and the piling of more brush 
around his body until he was almost bur- 
ied beneath burning debris. 
After an 


hour nothing was loft of the negio save 
small parts of his shoes. 
After the burn- 


ing the mob dispersed." 


Tlie man burned was a negro, of course. 


He had murdered a white woman, but had 
been arrested for the crime, and was in 
jail awaiting speedy trial and sure convic- 
tion, when a mob of one thousand people, 
"mostly farmers from the region," broke 
into the jail and carried him off to the 
stake, in spite of persuasions to desist 
from officers of tho law and other "well- 
known citizens." 


Today, very likely, we shall read of an- 


other burning at the stake; but if it does 
not come today it will come soon and be 
followed in quick succession by many 
moie. 
Tho horrible punishment will 


stimualte the mania that leads to the 
crime of the victims, and the savagery of 
the lawless vengeance will still further 
brutalize mobs, so that they will demand 
more burnings to satisfy their mad pas- 
sions. 


Burning at the stake has been revived as 


a distinguishing popular American insti- 
tution. Now negroes are the victims, but 
who will come next?—New York Sun.

party's leadership. 
Tbeee Republicans 


would have been found arrayed against 
the leaders had the fight been instituted in 
the ranks of their own party by endeavor- 
ing to control nominations, but they de- 
clare that they can see no good in an al- 
liance with Democracy in the light of 
what has transpired. They recognize the 
fact that the battle chiefly concerns Phila- 
delphia as the lines are now drawn, and 
that in that city the Ashbridge affair over- 
shadows State issues in spite of all said to 
the contrary. 
These Republicans have 


had presented to them two tickets, the Re- 
publican and Democratic. They do not 
see how reform is to be effected by elect- 
ing Palm as State Treasurer and Yerkes 
as Justice of the Supreme Court. Nothing 
offensive or harsh is said in Doylestown 
concerning Judge Yerkes. 
Attention is 


merely called to the fact that he has been 
a politician all his life and has held various 
offices for many years. He is a Democrat 
who believes in the principles and success 
of his party in spite of his temporary es- 
trangement during the Bryan campaign. 
Theiefore, Republicans of the reform fac- 
tion fail to see that his election would be 
in anyway conducive to reform within 
their own party. They regard Palm in 
the same light. Moreover they are practi- 
cally convinced that the Democratic party 
in this county is opposed to fusion even in 
the interest of Judge Yerkes, and that in 
view of this aspect of the ease it will be 
imperative, in the interest of the county 
ticket yet to be named, to support the 
State ticket. 
They feel that so long as no 


real or permanent reform can be accom- 
plished this year in the fashion described, 
they are not doing violence to conscience 
in supporting the regular party nominees. 
On the contrary, they see in Governor Pat- 
tison an ambitious politician, of exem- 
plary character, they admit, but none the 
less ambitious and more devoted to his 
own advancement and the success of his 
party than to reform within the Republi- 
can party. It is the conviction of these 
Republicans that Democratic success will 
merely prove an obstacle in the way of 
real reform next year, when Assemblymen 
and a long list of candidates for important 
offices are to be nominated and elected. 
With the exceptionally conscientious vot- 
ers taking this view of the case, it is safe 
to assume that the great majority of the 
party entertains the same feeling and will 
vote for Harris and Potter, even though 
they might reject both tinder other cir- 
cumstances. 
What these Republicans 


hope for is that a radical change will oc- 
cur next year. They are not attempting 
to apologize for bad legislation, neither 
are they shouting for the candidates. They 
are merely awaiting a better opportunity 
to file their protests against what they 
conceive to be wrong, and will not waste 
their ammunition while the enemy is out 
of range. None can say their judgment 
is at fault, and while stalwart Republicans 
may complain of their lack of enthusiasm, 
they will not consent to go upon record as 
endorsing the Republican ticket and the 
party platform without qualification, but 
rather as accepting the lesser of two 
evil*. 
As stated, this is merely the atti- 


tude of Republicans pronounced in their 
opposition to the party's present leader- 
ship, but it is very significant as indicat- 
ing how the county will vote. 
In brief,

ests of aspiring politicians who are mas- 
querading under that banner.

work to keep them in good condition,

Care of the Child's Eyes. 


The number of children wearing glasses 


is increasing ovrey day, says a promiuenl 
oculist, who adds that in many cases more 
care of tlio eyes in infancy would prevent 
tho later development of weakness. 


"It is not a difficult matter," he say 


"to ruin 'sycs that me normally healthy by 
more inaitention. 
When the infant re 


ceives 1th first bath the eyes shonuld bo 
washed vith a soft 
linon handkorchie 


dipped in a weak solution of boracic tcid 
and this should be repeated two or taree 
times a week for at least three months. If 
the slightest rodnoss appears, or matter in 
tho cornt rs, tho physician should be in 
formed immediately, as it may be ophthal 
mia nconatorum, which is dangerous both 
to tho child and others, as it is highly in 
foctious. Tho nurse should burn all piecei 
of linon used to apply lotions or to was! 
the eyos in such a case, and should bathe 
hor bnndi in a disinfectant, or she may 
con\oy tlie disease to her own eyes. 


"The (yes often are injured in infancy 


by being exposed to too much light. The 
child should not bo held or allowed to 
sleep with the light from window, lamp 
or gas shining upon its face. 
The old 


fashioned cradle, with its hood, was fa 
more sensible than the modern cribs am 
bassinets that afford no protection from 
either glare or draught. On the sam 
principle is the English babv carriage 
which has been introduced into this coun 
try within a yeai or two. 
It has a hoo< 


like a buggy, with shades af sides an 
back, any or all of which may be rolled up 
or lowered as sun and wind make neces 
sary, while tho top protects from an over 
head glare. 
With such an arrangemen 


the eyes may always be protected. I 
makes one's blood boil to see the way i 
which babies' eyes are exposed to the flerc 
glare of n summer sun by careless nurse 
maids, v, ho take no pains to adjust th 
-arasol top that has been in general use t 
afford evon such protection as it inigh 
give. 


"It is much better for children to slee 


in the diirk, and if accustomed to it from 
the beginning there is no trouble about it 


Dark is as natural as light, and unles 


children are taught to fepr it they wi 
welcome it at bedtime as eagerly as thei 
elders do. A baby's nerves become straine 
by tho c xcitements of its waking hours 
and it needs the restful darkness for eye 
and nen ons system alike. 


"When a child is old enough to talk an 


express its ideas and observations, say, 
four or live years of age, the eyes shonl 
be tested to see if they are alike in visua 
power. An easy method is to hold a sma 
object v. ith whioh he is unfamiliar befor 
him, and, covering each eye in turn, as 
him to describe it. 
In this way it may b 


ascertained whether one eye has stronge 
vision than the other. If it has an oculis 
should I'O consulted immediately to pro 
scribe suitable glasses. If attended to i 
season the eye is likely to strengthen, 
that in u few years the glasses become un 
necessary."

TO BE A PUBLIC SPEAKER. 


Ton Should Talk nr» Tuonsh Perfect- 


IT B-t Eu«e Before an Audience. 
In managing bis voice the speaker 


vhen he is engaged in earnest conversa- 
ion commonly and naturally falls into 
he best tone and manner for public 
peaking. Suppose yon are sitting about 


table with a dozen friends and some 


ubjcct is started In which yon are deep- 
y interested. You engage in an earnest 
and serious dialogue with one of them at 
he other end of the table. You are per- 
ectly at c'ase, not caring in the least 
or your manner or tone of voice, but 
nly for your thought. 
The tone you 


adopt then will ordinarily be the best 
one for you in public speaking. 
You 


can, however, learn from teachers or 
riendly critics to avoid any harsh or 
lisagreenble fashion of speech that you 
mny have fallen into and that may be 
labitual to you in private conversation. 


Next, never strain your vocal organs 


>y attempting to fill spaces which are 
oo large for you. 
Speak as loudly and 


distinctly as you can do easily and lei 
he more distant portions of your audi- 
ence go. You will find in that way very 
soon that your voice will increase in 
compass and power and you will do bet- 
:er than by n habit of straining the voice 
jeyond its natural capacity. 
Be careful 


to avoid falsetto. 
Shun imitating the 


;ricks of speech of other orators, even of 
'amous and successful orators. 
These 


may do for them, but not for you. 
You 


will do no better in attempting to imi- 
tate the tricks of speech of other men In 
public speaking than in private spcak- 
ng. 


Never make a gesture for the sake of 


making one. I believe that most of the 
successful speakers whom I know would 
5nd it hard to tell you whether they 
themselves make gestures or not, they 
are so absolutely unconscious In the mat- 
ter. 
But with gestures ns with voice get 


teachers or friendly critics to point out to 
you any bad habit you may fall into. 
I 


think it would be well if our young pub- 
lic speakers, especially preachers, would 
have competent instructors and critics 
among their auditors after they enter 
their profession to give them the benefit 
of such observations and counsel as may 
be suggested in that way.—Scribner's.

Beggars In San Juan. 


San Juan, P. R., Aug 17.—Saturday is 


beggars' day in San Juan. For that mat- 
ter, every day is beggars' day to a greater 
or loss extent, but on Saturday all the 
Beggars from far and near journey to the 
capital, thore to collect their weekly toll 
from their more prosperous brethren. 


San Juan is never free from beggars, as 


there are rounders, to whom begging is a 
profession. 
On Saturday, however, it is 


safe to say that fully one-fifth of the peo- 
ple met upon the streets, are indigents 
seeking alms. The halt and the blind, 
old men and women and little children, 
all types are represented, each with hand 
outstretched, and it is no uncommon thing 
to hear from the lips of the children prob- 
ably the only English words they know: 


"America, Rive me one cent!" 
Every merchant in San Juan has his own 


particular clientele. 
On the seventh day, 


each merchant sets aside a certain amount 
which he has previously changed into 
cents, and to each one of his clients is 
given one cent. 
Some of the larger or 


more prosperous merchants give to every 
one who applies. 
One merchant takes 


his weekly allowance for charity, changes 
it into cents and places the money in a 
basket which is hung near the entrance of 
the store. 
Each beggar comes and takes 


his or her cent, and no more, and 
away. 


Some of the deformities which are ex- 


hibited for the purpose of creating public 
sympathy are disgusting nnd oifensi 
The worst cases are generally dragged 
about in little carts by big healthy peons, 
The blind man, with haversack slune over 
his shoulder to hold the scraps that may 
fall to his lot, is led from door to door at 
the end of a short stick, guided by a stout 
wretch who should be earning his living in 
the sugar fields. Thus the crippled mem- 
bers of a family support the healthy mem- 
bers. 


Many and loud are the blessings be- 


stowed upon the giver, louder are the curses 
rained upon the person who withholds his 
cent. 
I f a more aggressive, independent 


and yet abject specimen of poverty exists 
than the Porto Rican beggar, it would be 
hard to convince an American of this fact 
after he had passed a Saturday in San 
Juan.

The "City of Trenton" Destroyed and a 
Number of People Killed and Injured. 
The beautiful new steamer "'City of 


Trenton," of the Wilimngton Steamboat 
Company, lies this morning on the beach, 
below Torresdale, a blackened and torn 
hull. 
Yesterday afternoon at about 2.30 


o'clock while gaily steaming up the river 
with between one and two hundred passen- 
gers aboard, and without a moment's 
warning, one of the boilers exploded, kill- 
ing at least ten persons and injuring 
about thirty others. A number are missing 
who undoubtedly were blown into the 
river. 


Shortly after the explosion the vessel 


took fro, and the flames devoured the 
'.vreck. 


Harry Johnson, son of John Johnson 


of Hulmeville, was a passenger on the ill- 
fated boat, and up to the present time, 
no trace of him has been found. 
It is 


feared that his body was burned. Winder 
L. Johnson and Harry were sitting beside 
ono another when the accident occurred. 
The former was severely scalded about the 
nock and face. 
Miss Bessie McOwen, 


daughter of John McOwen, of Bristol, was 
also a passenger, but escaped injury. 


LEVIS' STORY. 


Frank A. Levis, assistant baggage agent 


at the Bristol Station, accompanied by a 
niece, took passage on the ''City of Tren- 
ton" at Arch street. Lovis' story as told 
a Gazette reporter this morning is as fol- 
lows : 


"Wo left the Arch street wharf about 


ten minutes late, and to all appearances 
wore traveling at the usual speed up the 
river. 
My niece and I were sitting in 


the main saloon, a short distance from the 
piano. 
I remember when' nearing Torres- 


dale of looking at my watch; it was 2.3S. 
I had hardly put the timepiece back in my 
pocket before there was a terrific noise 
like the explosion of a cannon. When I 
gathered my senses I found that I had 
boon thrown n distance of about eightnon 
foot aft and was wedged in among u pile 
of chairs. 
The sensation was awful. 
Ev- 


erything seemed for the instant to have 
become motionless. 
I did not know what 


had happened. 
I got up and looked for 


my niece. I found her on the floor a short 
distance from where sne had been sitting. 
The piano, near where I had been sitting, 
was torn to splinters. 
Escaping steam 


filled tho air and everything was dreadful 
confuison. 
The officers and crew deserve 


tho greatest credit for their cool and effi- 
cient actions. 


"They systematically cared for the dead 


and wounded. Captain Worrell was espe- 
cially active nnd displayed rnre judgment 
under such a giave condition. The more 
seiiously injured were first placed in the 
small boats and sent ashore, and finally all 
on board wore removed safely. 


"I saw fi\e dead laid out in tho saloon 


and on deck. 
It was an expeiience I will 


ever remember, and hope never to repeat. 


I think hereafter I will stick to the rail- 


road." 


CAUSE UNKNOWN. 


The cause of the accident will probably 


never be known, as the only man in a posi- 
tion to have any knowledge on the suoject, 
the engineer, was killed. 
The two boil- 


ers were of the locomotive type and were 
quick steaming. Tney had been thorough- 
ly inspected and were allowed 175 pounds 
pressure. 


The charge that the "City of Trenton" 


was engaged in a pursuit race with the 
"Twilight" is emphatically denied by the 
officials of the company.

expanding foreign market for manufact- 
ured exports. 
It calls attention to the 


increased American exports of footwear. 


In 18B5 Amercan exports of 
leather 


goods of all kinds were to the value of 
$15,1100,000, of which boots and shoes con- 
tributod $1,000,000 and harness and sad- 
dlery $200,000. 
In 18!)6 they were to the 


amount of $20,000,000; in 1897, $19,000,- 
000; in 1898, $21,000,000; in 1899, $2d,- 
000,000, and in 1900, $27,293,000. 


Of this total the item of boots and shoes 


ias formed a steadily increasing amount, 
American manufacturers securing in this 
field constantly new markets.

The foreign market for boots and shoes 


•node in the United States has quadrupled

Formerly, American boots and 
shoes were sent to Australia, England, 
Canada, the West Indies, and Asia, but 
recently the increase has been largely to 
he continental countries of Europe, to 
which previously boots and shoes of Amer- 
can manufacture were sent only in small 
[mounts. 


The Treasury figures for 1901, the year 


mding July 1, show an increase of $700,- 
000 compared with the preceding year in 
be exports of Amercian leather and leath- 
ir goods, whereas there is a deerese in iron 
ind steel, petroleum, copper and cotton 
manufactures. Leather is the only com- 
modity which has an increasing foreign 
market this year, and boots and shoes con- 
titute a considerable item of this.

Virginian in the Far West. 


Polk Miller, of Richmond, Va., who has 


been on a lecture tour through the Pacific 
Coast States, has written to the Richmond 
Dispatch a letter giving his impressions of 
the several States he has visited in that 
part of the country. 
He writes: 


"I am delighted with Washington, Ore- 


gon and California on account of the cli- 
mate and the fertility of the soil. Mon- 
tana, Idaho and Nervada, the latter par- 
ticularly, are a tiresome and unbroken 
chain of hills and sandy valleys, with noth- 
ing to please the eye. 
The stations are 


wide apart and when one gtts to them nnd 
sees how beautifully the trees grow, we 
wonder why the railroad people don't plant 
them along their right of way just to rest 
the eyes that are weary of sage brush and 
sand. Tne favorite tree is the old-fashion- 
ed 'Lombary poplar,' rarely seen nowadays 
in Virginia, which gives a shade which 
resembles the shadow cast by a telegraph 
pole. 


"I am now running through Utah. 
In 


passing Salt Lajse the ground over which 
the water has been at high tide and re- 
ceded looks like a light fall of snow. 


"The manners of the people out here 


are so unlike ours that oftentimes you have 
to pay for a polite answer to a question. 
I have bought cigars at the stands, in or- 
der that I might get information, and even 
then you don't always get a soft answer. 


"The hotel man calls the porter and says 


to him, 'Show this man to 79.' 
The word 


'gentleman' is rarely ever used. 


"Such a mixture of races as are found 


out here I never saw. I stood on the plat- 
form at a small town in Nevada with In- 
dians, Japanese, Chinese, Italians, ne- 
groes, Irishmen and Dutchmen. 
The la- 


borers on the Northern Pacific section are 
Italians. On the Southern Pacific, in Cal- 
ifornia, they are Mexicans, while in East- 
ern California and Nevada they use the 
Chinamen, and it is said that they are the 
best of all. 


" I don t think I shall ever try another 


'excursion' ticket. 
The railroads make a 


great fuss in advertising them, and every- 
thing is made to took lovelv on paper, but 
the amount of red tape and cross-question- 
ing through which you have to go is enough 
to test the patience of Job. 
Railroad offi- 


cials seem to think it their duty to sub- 
ject a ticket-holder to a cross-examjnation, 
to ascerain whether he bought it from a 
scalper or stole it." 


Gas Stove Waste. 


A friend devised a successful plan for 


preventing waste in a gas stove. Her house 
was lighted by electricity, but she had it 
piped one spring for gas cooking. 
The 


meter man assured her that with washing, 
ironing and all the cooking required by a 
family of six, her bill ought never to ex- 
ceed $4. The first month brought her a 
bill for $6.25. 
She discovered that it was 


caused by carelessness in the kitchen by 
such event as her cook's going to bed and 
foregetting till morning that she had left 
both burners going all night. The cook 
was a good servant, but careless, so the 
mistress had a heart-to-heart talk with 
her. 
The gas man gave the cook a dem- 


onstration lesson on running the stove 
economically. 
The mistress made the 


proposition that she would allow $4 a 
month for gas, no more, no less. If the 
bill amounted to more than $4 the differ- 
ence would be deducted from the cook's 
wages if less she would receive the 
differ-

Death of Pemberton Hutchinson. 


J. Pemberton Hutehinson, of Nowtown, 


President of the National Bank at that 
place, and one of the most widely known 
business men of Bucks county, died at 9.45 
o'clock Modnay evening, at his residence 
at Washington avenue and Congress street, 
after an illness of several months.

m J. Pemberton Hutchinson was born in 
Newtown, October 3.

He was the son of the late Dr. 


David and Rachel Hutchinson, of North- 
ampton township. His father was a prom- 
inent physician who practiced his profes- 
sion in Newtown upon removing froTi 
Northampton. The deceased was educated 
in,.the Polytechnic College in Philadel- 
phia, and graduated in 1865. He went to 
Colorado, where he opened a chemical lab- 
ratory, and subsequently bacama a mine 
inspector also becoming interested in the 
development of railroad projects. 
He re- 


turned to Newtown ml 867 and when the 
Newtown railroad was built was first assist- 
ant engineer and subsequently chief en- 
gineer. He finally embarked in the real 
estate and conveyancing business and soon 
became prominent as a businessman. He 
was elected president of the Newtown 
National Bank and was also a Director of 
the Bucks County Trust Company, and 
the Newtown Railway Company.

Hutchinson enjoyed an extensive acquaint- 
ance in the county especially among the 
prominent business men. 
He was a mem- 


ber of the Society of Friends. 
Of late 


years, he and his brother, Edward S. 
Hutchinson, who was the only survivor of 
the family, lived at the old Hutchinson 
residence in Newtow,n.
